Some foolish covrespondput of the Tvm- 
peka Times, hailing from Clyde, telegraphed 
last week to that usually well informed 
pajier to the effect that the Governor 
“passed through Cromwell without sto)i- 
ping, greatly to the (lisa])pointmcnt of the 
Mayor and Gonnuillors, who were in wait- 
ing.” The editor of that paper very natu- 
rally says, remembering, no doubt, our 
remarks recently on tlic refusal of tlie Go- 
vernment to gazette one wortliy Mayor a 
Jtistioe of the I’eacc : “Tliis is indeed 
adding insult to injury. First the autlin- 
rities decline to confer upon ilie Mayor of 
Cromwell tiffc litlo of J.P.; ami now the 
Governor in lii.s tour of the Frovince can- 
not find a moment to receive the ex- 
pressions of loyally from ITei’ Majesty’s 
iiegoR of the golden city of Iho interior. 
What great sin has Cromwell committed f 
The most of onr contemporaries quote the 
Times on the subject, and so it has come 
to he generally believed that there was 
something special in his Excellency passing 
through the town without stopping.- It

will be as well, for the sake of his ExceL 
lency, — whom it is the fashion at jirBsent 
witira umnbor of papers to accuse of all 
sorts of negligence in the matter of polite-^ . 
ncs3,^and tlio credit of the town as a hos- 
pitablo place, to , state the exact eircum- 
stiinces of the case. After doing so, we 
trust the Tuapeka Times will give its cor- . 
respondent a gentle hint to, in future, fol- 
low the same careful and truthful line he 
usually follows, and avoid the sensational. 
We liave another i-eason for making the 
explanation, which may be gathered from 
our remarks. 

It ia quite time, unfortunately, that {ho 
Government, influenced by snobbery of 
some description or other, have not made 
our Mayor a Justice of the Peace. It is 
not true, however, that the Mayor and 
Councillors were waiting to receive his 
Excellency the Governor. 'When, as we 
stated last week, Lis Honor sent a mes- 
sage to the Mayor intimating his Excel- 
lency's intention to pass through Cromwell 
at such and .such a time, that gentleman 
immediately called a few of the Council- 
lors together to inform them of the fact, 
and to give them an opportunity of arrang- 
ing for a formal reception of his Excellency, 
At the same time, Mr Dawkins intimated 
in tlie plainest possible language that upon 
no account whatever would he consent to 
tako any pjirt in the reception, and giving, 
very properly in our opinion, as his reason, 
the fact of the Government liaving refused 
to grant, lo him the usual honour which is 
conferred on Mayors. Mr DAWKtss was 
evidently of opinion that, if unfit for the 
honour of a J.P.-ship, he whs hardly a fit 
and proper person to meet his Excellency 
the Governor of New Zealand. The 
Counoilion? considered the matter, and on 
the whole were of the same opinion as their 
chairman, and so it came to pass tliat 
no attemi>t was made to in any spe- 
cial way welcome the Governor, and 
he was allowed to pass through with- 
out any ill-bred interference. To free the 
Governor from any charge of di.scourtesy 
to the “golden city of the interior,” as the 
Tuapeka Times in a somewhat highfalutin 
style describes the township of Cromwell, 
it is only necessary to remark that his ‘ 
Excellency.. not h.nving been asked to alight 
at Cromwell, could not possibly slight its 
inhiibitithts by passing through without 
stopping. ' ‘He did not even have the op- 
portunity of snubbing the dignitaries of 
the place;, as; at Shotoyer Bridge, for none ' 
of the dignitaries took the trouble to go 
and meet him. We believe his' Excellency 
and his party would have been glad to 
have had', an excuse for stopping; they 
looked as if they would, at any rate. 

The next time Sir James Fekgusson 
travels through Otago, — which we hope 
will be at an early date, — wo trust he will 
do one of two things : eitlier travel as 
the Govenior of New Zealand, or as plain 
Sir James Ferqusson. To do the latter, 
and to escape any demonsti-atinns of any 
kind, it will only be necessary for him to 
leave his mounted e.scort behind in Dun- 
edin, and to give particular injunctions to 
his Honor the Superintendent to avoid 
giving annonneements of his movements 
to Mayors and Conneiliors. He will not 
he molested on his journey throughout the 
Province. It is impossible for any man to 
enjoy the honour and dignity of being a 
Governor, and at the same time tbe pri- 
vacy of a private gentleman.

A 
sp-ark from the pipe of some heedless passer-by, 
tile tread of the carrier’s steel-shod boot upon .a • 
lucifer, nay, its accidental contact with a nail ! 
on the floor of .the wagvon, nr a hundred otlier ! 
equally likely aud trivial chances ; and probably 
the bulk of. the property in this township, witli 
the lives of perhaps a hundred people, woiil-l 
have been sacrificed in a moment. Wo do not 
write this in any sensational way, hut we do it 
with the hope that the like m.ay not occur again. 
We Itnoiv h,ow careless waggoners are in matters 
of thia kind. Some of them exercise suiliciont | 
cautiop iiO.' doubt, but some of them we h.ave 
seen calmly, smoking their pipes with half a ton 
of powder behind them, and we have heard of 
others, d,oing even more reckless things than that. 
We ha.™ not mentioned, and do not intend to 
mention, the name of the carrier on thia occa- 
sion, as we believe he is quite os careful a man 
as any, on the road. The subject is one which

Bannockburn Water Rack Co.— A enr- 
reapondont sent us tha following last week, 
but top late for insurtion. He says ; — “ Tho 
most important item of news this week from 
tlie Bannoekbuni was the completion of the 
Bannockburn Water Race as for as Smith’s 
Gully. Tlie fact of it having been in course 
of construction for oonaidorably over three 
years, and during that time having repeats 
edly changed hands, until at present not one 
of tho original promoters is interested, in it, 
shows clearly that many difiiculties have been 
overcome that were not at first anticipated, 
but which are not at all unusual in the ardu- 
ous undertaking <if cutting a race a distance 
of over twenty miles, as in the present case. 
The flowing of extra wa.tcr down Smith’s 
Gully on Saturday last caused quite a sensa- 
tion among some of the miners in the neigh- 
bourhood of Quartzville. Groups of 'men 
were seen loitering a'oout the ten-ace, wlio 
have been long anxiously wailing {nr the 
w.atcr, to commence operations on ground 
which has lying idle for years for the want of • 
it. The fact of Mr Owen O'Neill having sold 
his interest in an extended claim of two acres 
to Mr Charles Blanchfnrd, of Potter’s gully, 
for £60, the claim being almost untried, 
speaks well for the estimation of the ground 
in the neighbourhood. I think the present 
sluareholders may congratulate themselves 
upon being the owners of a very valuable 
mining property, and they may expect some 
handsimie dividends, and that will load to 
mure w,ater being brought into the district if 
at all practicable. The extent of sluicing, 
ground is practically unlimited. Tho arrival 
on Sattirday evening of Mr G. W. Goodger, 
accompanied by his son and another gentle- 
man, caused some faces to put on a pleasant 
look, it having been rumoured that a chris- 
tening would take rdace ; but upon inquiry it 
was fouiicl that Mr Goodger came out ex- 
pressly with the guage boxes, and that the 
the christening would be held over till the 
completion of the race to Pipeclay gully, 
which will be in about three weeks’ time.

It is not the most pleasant duty to have 
to chronicle the events of a district when tha 
writer is aware that it is“ gaiin down hill 
scriven'.” Although unpleasant, however, 
it may be none the less expedient and neces- 
sary. The Chinese have been and are gra- 
dually betaking themselves to fresh fields 
and pasturss new— some for Hokitika and 
some for China. The prosperous state of the 
country, and the liigli wages offered by the 
squatters and contractors, have had the 
effect of luring away a rmmber of the Euro- 
pean miners from the Cardrona, — which, in- 
deed, was quite to bo expected ; in fact, all 
mining districts must be suffering from the 
Same cause. Tlie Julius Vogel public works 
schoLiie will for the present ratlier hinder 
than help the development of the gold-fields ; 
but no doubt, after the completion of the 
railways, when the labour of a full-fledged 
navvy is only worth 5a. per day, the forsaken 
claims will be again gl.adly taken up by the 
ninscle-developcd stalwart Brogdeiiites. The 
Cardrona escort returns do not, however, 
show snob a falling off .as the decrease in 
ponulation would warrant. 

There is nothing particular to note about 
the deep lead claims, further than that tivo 
of them are on considerahly better gold than 
before ; and no doiibj thev will improve now 
that they are freed of ail disturbing elements, 
such 113 law suits, &c. The sliiicers have as 
yet plenty of water,— much more than at this 
time last year. Smith and party are reported 
to be doing well, in the upper part of tho 
Lnggate. Oliver and party, in the Roaring' 
Meg, have commenced hydraiilising for tha 
first lime in that quarter, and the results are 
expected to be very encouraging. At Branch 
Creek, the Anglo-Saxon and Atalanta com- 
panies have just completed washing up, tha 
yiel'l of gold being 6‘20 ounces. The divi- 
dend of the latter comp.any w.as, I am in- 
formed, at the rate of .£8 a week, and although 
T believe higher results were anticipated by 
the sh-areholders, I cannot see that they hava 
niiicli reason to growl. 

The Kirtleburn track was let to Mr Chas. 
Austin, whoi is pro-!rres.sing rapidly with its 
formation. Only three sections are to be 
proceeded with this season. 

The Miners’ Association lately sent over a 
delegate to meet the Gold-fields and Provin- 
cial S-uoretai'ics at tho Arrow, for the purpo.so 
of protesting against the proposed sale of one 
half of the Cavdvonacomiiionage ; and through 
his intervention tlie deletion of the proposed 
run from the map was effected. In conse- 
quence of which, the Cardrona will possess 
an B.xcellent commonage for great cattle, — a 
great advantage to ,any mining district. 

What about tho price of gold ? Now that 
the minors have apnarentlv enlisted the sym- 
pathies .and good nffi.ies of the Premier and 
the filiiporintendent, snrelv it will not bo long 
before arrangements will he made .so that a 
fair and just price may be obtained for it, 
and the combinations and m.aeli illations of 
the cent.-por-eent, bankers entirely upset. 

There is a g"oat want of J.P.'s observ.able

Deputy-Marshal Peacock 
was shot in the spine, and if he lives, wliich 
is donhtful, svill be disabled for life. Young 
Peacock was shot in the leg, and after riding 
a short distance fell from his horse through 
' loss of blood, and Marshal Earrow has a bul- 
lek-in his breast, and 1s in an uncomfortable 
condition. Poor Chiles, although he has 
killed- several men at different times, was 
-sincerelv lamented, for when excited, he was 
n “whole-souled gentleman,” and it is feared 
his m.anv friends will never rest until they have 
-avenged his death. Young Chiles, it is said, 
partook of his father’s fearless nature, and 
his words to his brother, .as he fell mortally 
wounded, were, “ Sollie, take care of mother 
and the horses if we both die,” The event 
has, for the moment, oast quite a gloom over 
nuciety in Independence.

Climatic Effects of the Blue Gum, 

M. Onnhert, who has watched the result of 
planting the Eucalyptus Globulus, or common 
blue gum, in Algeria, writes as follows: — 
“ Within two or three yftars, they completely 
changed the climatic condition of tlie un- 
healthy parts of the colony. A few years 
later, its jilaiitatiou was iniderlake'n on a 
large scale in different parts of Algeria. At 
Pondook, twenty miles from Algier.s, a farm 
situated mv the bank.? of the Hainiz, was 
noted for its extremely pestilential air. In 
the spring of 18G7, about 13,000 Eucalypti 
were planted there. In July of the same 
year, the time when the fever season used to 
set in, not a single case occurred ; yet the 
trees were not more than nine feet high.- 
Since then, complete iiiinnniity from fever 
h.as been maintained. In the neighbourhood 
of flonstantina, the farm of Ben Machydlin 
was in equally had repute ; it was covered 
with marshes both in winter and smnnier. 
In five years, the whole ground was dried up 
by 14,000 of these trees, and farmers and 
children enjoy excellent liealth. At the fac- 
tory of the Gila de Constantine, in tliree 
years, a plantation of Enc.alyptus has trans- 
formed twelve acres of‘ rnai-sliy soil into a 
beautiful park, whence fever has cumiilctely 
disappeared. In the island of Cuba, this aud 
all other paliulean diseases arc fast disappear- 
ing from all the nnhealthy districts where 
this tree has been intrwliiced. A station- 
house at one of the ends of a r.nilway viaduct 
in the depavtiiieiit of Var was so pestilential 
that tlie oflicials could not be kept there 
longer than a year ; forty of these trees were 
planted, and it is now as healthy as any otlier 
place on the line,” *
